THE ROYAL MOUNTED 


The U.F.A. conventions are somewhat battling when 
they get on the subject of the lf.C.M.P. There have been 
resolutions for some years past urging that Alberta ter¬ 
minate policing agreements with the R.C.M.P. and revert 
to provincial policing. This year the resolution was carried 
apparently by a large majority. Not that the resolution is 
■likely to bear heavily upon the present government, But 
now come? In what respect was the work of the provin 
ciai police at any time superior to' that of the R.C.M.P.— 
one might almost say equal to. the R.C.M.P. ? 

In supporting the cause of the K.C.M.P., it often see'ms 
that too much emphasis is based upon glorious tradition. 
Tradition is all very well, but of much less consequence 
than present records. And the present day fore'e of Can¬ 
adian police needs no colorful background to give it stand¬ 
ing. ft can go on its own merits for efficiency, intelligence 
and achievement. Initial requirements before joining the 
force are more exacting tliaji they have ever been, and the 
period of training is extensive. So far as one may judge 
from officers in this district, absolute i'amess and impar¬ 
tiality are the foundation of their training. Their effort 
seems to be to prevent the occurrence of offences with as 
much earnestness as they bring to the apprehension of 
criminals. They are true friends to the law-abiding and 
the well-meaning, and they bring good judgment to bear 
on any matter which comes within their scope: 

One of tlie strongest points in their favor is that they 
are removed from local authority. Even a provincial force 
could not fail to be subject to- petty influences in the dis¬ 
charge of duty. Changing political authority is not goo<l. 
The greater uniformity in policing across the Dominion, 
the better it is for law and order, for tourists and for all 
Canadian people. 

The men of the R.C.M.P. as at present authorized, and 
maintained, are a most capable and courteous force, a 
source of pride and satisfaction to the law-abiding citizens 
and a very real deterrent to wrong doers. This is quite 
aside from any sentimental tradition. 


Before the active functioning of the U.F.W.A., farm wo¬ 
men had altogether too much of “looking after hens and* 
gathering eggs.” Not that this in itself was distasteful, 
out a steady diet of anything eventually palls. There was 
all too little social life in the country, nor any definite edu¬ 
cational activity for adults. In many communities a wo¬ 
man’s life was bounded entirely by the limits of the home¬ 
stead. Such a life was dulling to intelligence, extremely 
narrowing and monotonous. - 

Since the U.F.W.A. sprang into being, and developed as 
a social, educational and eventually a political, organiza¬ 
tion, the lives of farm women have undergone a change, 
that has been almost revolutionary. A new social life has 
been created, retiring women have been brought “out of 
their shells," and a different community consciousness has 
given spice and interest to life. Perhaps most important 
of ail, lias been the educational progress, promoted from 
the central office and carried out by each local. Current 
political developments, new theories, new books, legisla¬ 
tion for women and children, social conditions, practical 
lessons in all phases ol home keeping; these and allied to] 
ics have engaged the attention and discussions of thyfarm 
women. The resuit has been intelligent and well-iijormed 
rural women, wftio, for alertness and general knowledge, 
will compare favorably with any body of women,^Wither 
rural or urban, in any part of the Dominion. 

Another influential power in rural development has been 
the Women’s Institute whose scope of interests has been 
very much the same except that it is. non-political. But the 
U.F.W.A. has enjoyed the fillip of its own government in 
power for fourteen years. -It has had a considerable share 
in promoting good legislation. After piayljig-a quite 
dominating, though back-stage part in the drama of gov¬ 
ernment, it could not be expected that farm women would 
submit willingly to complete retirement from political ac¬ 
tivity. To be merely a social and educational organization 
would seem very tame*—practically a banishment to the 
old life of “just looking after hens and eggs.” 


ONE PER CENT MONEY 


WIDER HORIZONS 


A woman delegate at the U.F.A. convention, speaking 
against the withdrawal of the U.F.A. from political action 
said: ‘"Do you want to go back home and just look after 
the eggs and hens?’’ She has been twitted for this ques¬ 
tion and the comment made by ‘more than one paper is: 
“After all^isn’t that a part of a farm woman’s life?” 

Undoubtedly it is and it is a part of her life that is 
growing steadily more efficient in results, partly because 
she has learned a greater efficiency through her U.F.W.A. 
connection. 

Anyone who has taken part in, or observed the develop¬ 
ment of the women’s branch of the farm organization in 
the past eighteen years, can appreciate the meaning back 
of this woman’s protest. 


The Government of Great Britain is doing some large- 
scale financing. An issue of twenty-year bonds amounting 
to 200 million pounds is being created, to draw interest at 
2tL> per cent.. Another issue to run for four years and 
amounting to 100 million pounds will draw only one per 
cent, interest, a new all-time low record. 

One per cent, money is a phenomenon. It will be explain¬ 
ed as due to the exceeding plentifulness and cheapness ot 
money in the old lands, and by other standard orthodox 
formulas kept for the purpose and meaning precisely as 
little. 

, Does anybody imagine that the Englishman who has 
saved a few hundred pounds from his wages or profits is 
going to lend it to the Government for one per cent? Or 
that the wealthy investor who depends upon interest for 
his income is going to tie up money for four years at that 
rate? Nothing of the kind. 

That hundred millions of bonds will not pass into the 
hands of the public, that is of private investor^. They will 
be taken up by the banks, not as an investment but as a 
basis for credit to be loaned to businessmen and commer¬ 
cial houses at commercial rates of interest. Which com 
mercial loans may, with perfect security, exceed the value 
of the bonds ten or fifteen times over. 

The banker can take one of these bonds to the treasury, 
obtain notes for it, and on the strength of those notes issue 
commercial credit to ten times the amount, collecting com 
mercial rates of interest therefore. Which is safe, sound 
and proper banking practice. 

With a properly constituted Central Bank operated sole¬ 
ly in the interests of the public, the Government of Can¬ 
ada could likewise finance permanent public improvements 
on a one per cent, basis, and need never pay any more 
than that.—Edmonton Bulletin.

^een. He quoted the lines from a 
sChristmas broadcast where the King 
had said, “If I may be regarded in 
some true sense the head of this great 
and widespread family, sharing its 
life and sustained by its affections, 
this will be full reward for the long 
and sometimes anxious labours of my 
reign.” Ln concluding, Canon Merrick 
stated that King George had achieved 
such a position with his subjects. 

The hymn, “Rock of Ages,” by the 
junior choir came after the address, 
followed in turn by prayer lead by 
Canon Merrick, benediction by Rev. 
McPherson, massed singing of “Near¬ 
er My, God to Thee." The memorial 
sen-ice was concluded by singing God 
Save the King. 

At 11 o’clock practically the same 
programme was held for the adult cit- 
izenery of the community. The excep¬ 
tions were the address by Rev. Father 
Cunningham and the massed senior 
choirs of the four chffrehes of town 
under the direction orR. H. Weale. 
As with the earlier service the theatre 
was packed. In his address, Father 
Cunningham gave a general apprecia¬ 
tion of George V as a man, telling of 
the place he had .won in the hearts of 
his people. He touched on the parr 
the ruler had played in leading Can¬ 
ada through times of stress, changmg 
what l oo ha d like a forceful r e volut i on 
to one of peaceful n&tura Father 
Cunningham’s address was a master¬ 
piece of its kind, appropriate, in ev¬ 
ery sense of the word for the occas¬ 
ion. One instance of great impression 
was cited by the speaker, lie told 
the time the Monarch had toured the 
London slums. These poor people, 
whom one would think as being very 
discontented, cheered the ruler show¬ 
ing their faith and personal regard 
for him. 

G. H. Van Allen of Edmonton, ad¬ 
dressing the Weekly Newspaper As¬ 
sociation on the amendments of 1935 
to the Liberal and Slander Act, pre¬ 
dicts a repeal of these amendments. 


Most Momentous Debate of Provincial 
Convention; Many Other Minor Res¬ 
olutions 

By a majority vote it was decided 
by delegates to the annual convention 
if the U.F.A. that the association will 
ontinue actively in politics. This 
was the longest and probably most 
mportant debate of the convention, 
with expressions of opinion varying 
rom direct opposition to continuance 
f jlitically, the enlisting under the 
C.C.F. banner. Mr. Irvine, ex-M.P. 
Mr. Speakman, O. \ McPherson and 
other leaders spoke strongly in favor 
of political action 

The Junior U.F.A. carried a resolu¬ 
tion urging that immediate steps' be 
taken to enable the Junior U.F.A. to 
affiliate with the Christian Co-opera¬ 
tive Youth Movement. 

Program Outlined 

Maintaining its present status the 
U.F.A, will carry on: 

1. Educational work, of the U.F.A. 
as an economic group; 

2. Political activities; and 

3. Build up its co-operative socie¬ 
ties for the benefit of the farm people. 

Favor A. P. P. 

By resolution the convention in 
large vote urged that the R.C.M.P. 
would be replaced by a provincial 
force, and that the agreement with 
the Dominion government for R.C.M. 
P. policing be terminated as speedily 
as possible. 

Reid Challenges Government 

• Ex-Premier Reid defended the rec¬ 
ord of the past government and chal- 
enged the Social Credit government 
tp show evidence of graft in U.F.A. 
administration. “Premier Aberhart 
brought the ‘mess’ with him” said Mr. 
Reid. 

Dealing with the savings certifi¬ 
cate situation, Mr. Reid said his gov¬ 
ernment had no option but to suspend 
payments when the “run” developed, 
as the government had lost its man¬ 
date to deal with these questions as a 
result of the election. 

Urges Debt Protection 

Fearing an organized attempt to 
lessen protection for farmers in debt 
legislation, the U.F.A. asked that the 
present debt adjustment be continued 
to protect urban and rural dwelleTs 
and that organized farmers be given 
representation on the Debt Adjust 
i ment Board. 

j A resolution proposed that the pro- 
[ vincial and federal governments bear 
I the responsibility of costs of seed and 
i feed grain loans to farmers. This 
j would leave those who owe municipal- 
| (ties for such loans in past years the 
j obligation to discharge those debts. 

Repeal of Section 98 

The convention passed a resolution 
advocating repeal of section 98 of the 
Criminal Code, -f 

U.F.A. Paper Discussed 

The UniteJ Farm organ was criti¬ 
cized for not adopting a definite eco¬ 
nomic plan. The paper was shown to 
have a deficit of $5,413 in the past 
year making accumulated deficit of 
$9,219. *'> 

The government will be asked to 
continue the rebate to farmers on fuel 
oil tot tractors. 

Election of Officers 

Robert Gardiner was opposed by 
Spehkman for presidency, but was re¬ 
elected and the vote waa made unani¬ 
mous. Mr. Norman Priestley is again 
vice-president.
